Crop failures and not bolshevism 


is the cause ot famine in Russia, ac- 
cording to Albert A. Johnson, head 
of the Hoover commission, who re- 
cently returned from Russia where 
he was sent to investigate condi- 
tions. 


Mr. Johnson, a native of Dane 


county, graduate of the Universi- 
ty of Wisconsin and a former di- 
rector of the La Crosse, Marinette 
and Milwaukee county agricultural 
schools, now director of the

York State Agricultural School at 
Formir^ctcx;, 
L. I., spent 
several 


months'traveling 
through Russia, 


talking with people of all classes, 
as chairman of the commission 
oi 


the Near East Relief. 


In 
a lengthy letter to a local 


friend Mr. Johnson declared the end 
of sjoviet rule in that country is in 
sight. This, he declared will not be 
brought about 
by reaolution but 


rather by elimination. 


"About 85 per cent of the 170,- 


000,000 Russians are farmers. 
Un- 


der the soviet government an agent 
of the government goes to a farm- 
er, examines his yield of crops, al- 
lows him to retain a small per cent 
for the use of his family and con- 
fiscates the balance, the bulk of the 
crop in the name 
of 
the Soviet 


Government 'for the good of 
the 


general community.' 


I." "This was done repeatedly.

1 matter what the farmer raised, no 


matter how hard he and his wife, 
sons and daughters worked in the 
fields the government agents seiz- 
ed the lion's share.

Lenroot Goes Deer Hunting 


CENATOR IRVINE L. LENROOT, of 
^ Wisconsin, is being counted on by ad- 
ministration leaders nt Washington to 
cast his vote in favor of seating Truman 
II. Newbwry, of Michigan, whose .agents 
and supporters, according to admission of 
his own counsel, expended i?195,000 in his 
behalf in the 1918 primary campaign. 


The fact that Senator Lenroot is now 


regarded as favorable to New berry was 
revealed after a careful canvass of the 
Republican members. It is believed that 
not more than half a dozen Republican 


• members will vote with the Democrats to 


unseat the Michigan Senator. 
Senator 


Lenroot is not listed among those who 
will vote for the unseating resolution. 


Senator La Pollette will vote to unseat 


Newberry, it is conceded at Washington, 
and Senators Borah, Kenyon, Norris, and 
Lncld will likewise split with their Re- 
publican colleagues on the resolution. 
Senators Capper, McNary and Johnson 
are listed as doubtful. 


Senator Lenroot left Washington early 


last week for Wisconsin within a few 
hours of the request of the motion of 
Senator Spencer, Republican, Missouri, to 
make the Newberry case the business be- 
lore the Senate. It is understood that 
Senator Lonroot is in Wisconsin on a 
•'doer-hunting" trip but before returning 
to Washington he will confer with "stal- 
wart" supporters in Milwaukee and else- 
where concerning plans to fight Senator 
La Follette and Gov. Elaine in the Repub- 
lican primaries next year. 


The absence of Senator Lenroot and the 


rank and file of the Republican members 
was the subject of much comment in the 
Senate this week. 
During the entire 


week, Senator Spencer, who wrote the 
report exonerating Newberry, was the 
only Republican to speak in defense of 
his colleague. Senators Pomerene, Walsh 
of Montana, and half a dozen other mem- 
bers made a thorough review of the evi- 
dence in the case and bitterly assailed the 
campaign methods which resulted in 
New- 


berry's nomination, his subsequent con- 
viction in Michigan with 16 of his cam- 
paign workers, aand the proceedings to 
unseat him now under way in the Senate. 
During most of the debate Senators La- 
Follette, Borah, Norm, Kenyon and Ladd, 
all of whom are likely to vote against 
Newberry, were the only Republicans in 
the chamber with the exception of Sena- 
for Spencer, Missouri, and Senator Town- 
send, Michigan. 


It is not known whether Senator Len- 


root will return from Wisconsin in time 
1o participate in the vote on the New- 
berry case. If he is still in Wisconsin on 
the final roll call, Republican leaders will 
pair him in favor of Senator Newberry. 
It is conceded at Washington that some 
of the Senators on the Republican side 
are weakening under the revelations made 
thus far during the debate, and adminis- 
tration leaders are fearful that they will 
need every possible vote to keep New- 
berry in his seat. 


Senator La Follette, who made the mo- 


are unschooled in diplomacy and through the 
exercise of the ballot understand but little of 
American politics and still less of the economic 
question. They think they have the right to 
vote and that settles it. They do not regard 
the ballot the same as a contract. Most peo- 
ple when signing a contract want to read it 
over first. They want to know what they are 
sigaiiur. 
N'ot so with the ballot, which when 


in the hands of an unintelligent voter at once 
becomes a dangerous weapon striking at the 
very foundation of democracy, good deal like 
the gun that was loaded. It cuts the ground 
from beneath the voter while in the very act 
of registering his vote. We need truth and en- 
lightenment of the right kind on public ques- 
tions and world politics and economic co-oper- 
ation. That's why I take The Capital Times 
ni-.d loads ir.e to taku this moans of testifying 
tu my appreciation of your courageous conse- 
cration to the cause of the common man and 
the- public welfare.—Francis L.

CHINA ASKS CONTINUANCE OF "OPEN 


DOOR" POLICY, SAYS DR. SZE 
HINA enters the arms conference whole 
hcartedly, with full confidence in the 


motives of the American people in their attempt 
to bring about better conditions in the Pacific 
and the world generally," recently declared Dr. 
Alfred Sze, a member of the Chinese delega- 
tion, at Washington. 


"American policy toward China has always 


been friendly and construe 
tive. We have a full appre- 


;y ciation of America's altruism 


toward Asia because, one of 
tho only two foreign policies 
which the United States has 
ever developed since it be 
came a nation applies to 
Asia. 
I refer to the 'open 


door' policy of equal oppor- 
tunity, which was announced 
originally by Mr. John Hay, 
secretary of state a quarter 
of a century ago. 


"The" 
'open door' policy has 


been happily likened to your Monroe doctrine, 
which applies to the young republics of the new 
world. As I understand your Monroe doctrine, 
it simply means that the new republics of the 
new world are to be protected from foreign 
aggression while they work out their self-de- 
velopment. 


"In assisting In this development of the re- 


publics of the new world, you do not claim 
monopolistic privileges to the 
exclusion of 


others. You arc quite willing that all nations 
of the world shall compete with you in the busi- 
ness and industrial development of the Ameri- 
can continent 
Now that is a doctrine which 


wo understand, and as we view your 'open door' 
policy we believe it means almost exactly the 
same thing-. 


"You have demonstrated the benefits of this 


doctrine in your relations with the countries of 
South America, with Mexico, with Cuba, with 
Canada. You have brought about a condition 
of peace among the nations of tha new world 
that closely approaches the ideal. 


"We believe that ultimately you will accom- 


plish the same ideals among various nations 
that border on the Pacific, and in your efforts 
you can count upon the fullest possible assist- 
ance of China's four hundred million people 
whose friendship you have and who trust you 
to a tremendous degree." 


That China intends to cling to her pacifist, 


ideals, but objects to being treated as the "sick 
man of Asia," waa disclosed by the envoy. 


OUR DYING NEW ENGLAND FAMILIES 
A 


GOOD many people believe that our na- 
tional stock is deteriorating, and that the 


biggest problem we have is not that of securing 
just human relations, but that of maintaining 
sound human stock. 
Perhaps they are right; 


but some of the evidence they use does not seem 
to be convincing. 


Take the old New England families, for ex- 


ample. We are told that they are dying out. 
It is in point, I think, to raise two questions 
about that. First, are they really dying out? 
Second, what if they are? 


It is very difficult to get complete genealogies 


of any American families. There are few or 
none that arc really complete except in those 
branches that carry some definite family name. 
But the family name is transmitted only by 
male children. In the first generation only half 
the married children carry the name, in the 
second only one-quarter, in the third only one- 
eighth, and so on. If we take any single branch 
of the iamilv like that for several generations, 
the chances are very great against its continu- 
ing unbroken. But any of the other branches 
would equally well carry on the family, for they 
inherit the family blood just as truly even when 
they do not inherit the family name. 
The 


"family" as commonly thought of is an arbi- 
trary grouping. Unless a very few families 
continue to intermarry very closely with each 
other—and in that case there are special causes 
of decadence—it is practically impossible to 
keep track of all the descendant? of all the 
marriages outside the original "family." New 
England stock is scattered westward through 
every state to the Pacific and beyond. Why 
should we think, because the line with just the 
name that interests us has dwindled, or because 
the home town has been flooded with immi- 
grants, that the New England stock has been 
lost? 


But even if it has, what of it? 
Suppose the 


New England families have for some reason 
been Jess prolific or have exercised more birth 
control than others. 
Are they tho only people 


with capacity? Why might not other pepple, 
if they had the same history as the Yankees, 
the same combination of opportunities and ob- 
stacles, the same incentives, have done as well? 
Was it entirely due to the New Englar.dors, or 
may it have been fundamentally due to New 
England, with all that that meant in their past 
and present? 


This Hallowe'en a young lady whom I know 


attended a masquerade party in an eastern 
women's college where ancestors are valued. 
Each participant was required to dress like 
some famous ancestor, and she represented 
Eve. Her costume may have been startling, 
but in principle she was right. All of our 
families go back a good way. We have a lot 
of ancestors. And our families are very much 
more mixed than the most careful pedigree can 
show. 


I don't think we have lost the New England- 


ers; but I wouldn't be hopelessly cast down if 
we had. What we do need to preserve, subject 
to needed change, is the New England life and 
institutions and spirit. We need to bend every 
energy toward the saving and reproducing of 
the New England values—though not of course 
those values alone. In these days of complex- 
ity and uncertainty wa need profoundly some 
of the best New England traits'. But a scarely 
think—do you?—that tho select New England 
families are the only ones that can grow these 
traits.

been in close touch with their man- 
ner of doing business for more than 
forty years, and in all that time the 
fact has always stuck out like the 
horns of a Texas steer, that they 
have been the smallest potatoes in 
the business bin. 


The Apostle Paul vouchsafed thi» 


gospel in his letter to the Galatians: 
"Be not deceived; God is not mock- 
ed; for whatsoever a man sowtth 
that shall he also reap." 
If the 


railways of the United States have 
not been guilty of sowing the wind 
in many ways for the past forty 
years, then history has made the 
record wrong. 
They were verily 


born in sin. Go back forty or fifty 
years, search the records and you 
will find that a large per cent of the 
railways were organized wind-bags, 
inflated to the limit, and their 
stocks juggled and so manipulated 
that the public was robbed time and 
again almost without number, by 
the Goulds and ghouis of railway 
history. 
Take the Wabash for an 


example. 
Thousands of working 


men who pounded in the spikes and 
made this road possible were strung 
along, month after month, waiting 
for the pay car that never came, an< 
when the management were unable 
to bleed these toiling men longer, 
they placed this road in bankruptcy, 
that the same crowd of high-binders 
might force the stock down to noth- 
ing and then buy it in under the 
hammer. Did anybody ever hear of 
a Gould 
or 
a 
Vanderbilt going 


through bankruptcy 
or 
into the 


hands of a receiver? 


Take the old original "Big Four," 


which runs from Cincinnati to Chi- 
cago, by using the lines of the old 
Lake Erie and Western from La- 
Fayettc to Templeton, and the Il- 
linois Central from Kankakee the 
rest of the 
way 
in—and it was 


known of all men to be the biggest 
hog for its size in the pen, charging 
four cents a mile for passenger traf- 
fic long after other roads had cut 
down to three cents a mile. The 
stock threat of the "adjuster,", when 
stock had been killed or human be- 
ings crippled, was that not until the 
Supreme Court had ruled Against 
that road would it ever pay a dollar. 
The poor man who lost his only cow 
was sneered at, and many of the 
most unscrupulous "jack-leg" law- 
yers, of which there used to be a 
legion in the 
Old Hoosier State, 


were hired to defend this crowd of 
high-binders; and many times were 
paid with a piece ot pasteboard en- 
titling them to ride on certain trains 
pi this road.

name three times, to prevent taking 


celebrated horseshoe

up a mileage book upon which there 
was' a refund of ten dollars, out of 
pure and unadulterated 
cussedness, 


just to show his authority towards 
the public in the same spirit ir. which 
it had been practiced upon him by his 
superiors. 
This road, whose officers 


in the years agone were more crook- 
ed than 
its 


curve, when 
merre act forced everybody to pay 
alike, when no deadheads and un- 
der-strappers 
in 
political power 


could be manipulated, had annual 
passes enough turned in by their 
henchmen to make 
more than a 


wheel-barrow 
load. 
That's some 


more history of the past. 


You can hardly find an official of 


the railways, either of high or low 
degree, who cares 
a 
whoop, way 


down in his soul, whether the rail- 
ways make the grade or not. They 
held their officials down closer, re- 
quiring them to do more in the traf- 
fic department to get business, on 
less pay, than any other branch of 
commercial business in the country, 
until the war act which shot every- 
body's salary far beyond normal. 
I have of my own knowledge and 
personal contact found representa- 
tives of even our own "Northwest- 
ern Railway" forced to tpend a part 
of their own salary in upholding the 
standing of this great philanthropic 
highway, to prevent appearing like 
a "dirty deuce in a clean pack."
